Hight jurors already had been 
selected to try him, and Thomp- 
son, an ‘terested if somewhat 
nervous defendant, had heard R. V. 
Gustin, Assistant ftate’s Attorney, 
question them on their attitude 
toward the death penalty, when 
his attorney announced Thompson 
wished to change his plea to guilty. 

Judge Griffith called upon Thomp- 
gon to stand in front of the bench 
and explained the various penal- 
ties, including death, which might 
be imposed on him, but Thompson 
heard the explantion and the sen- 
tence of life imprisonment without 
show of emotion. His wife was in 
court. 

“These Crimes Must Be Stopped.” 

Judge Griffith, presiding in place 
of Judge Ralph Cook, who became 
ill this morning, said in passing 
sentence that it was “no pleasure 
to the Court to impose such a sen- 
tence on a man of your age, but 
these crimes must be stopped.” 

Thompson will not be eligible for 
parole for 20 years.

However, Justice Gordon up- 
held the remaining count, in which 
the defendant is accused of vio- 
lating the subper.a by walking out 
of-the hearings in defiance of the 
committee’s orders. 

The prosecution dealt the defense 
a stunning blow yesterday when it 
unexpectedly produced John B. 
Kiefer, former director of Old Age 
Revolving Pensions, who testified 
that Dr. Townsend's walkout was a 
carefully planned “stunt,” calculat- 
ed to obtain publicity for the move- 
ment and arouse sympathy for 
Townsend. It was planned at a 
directors’ meeting. in Baltimore, 
two weeks before the doctor’s ap- 
pearance on the stand, he said. 

Kiefer, and the Rev. Clinton Wun- 
der, another former O, A. R. P. di- 
rector, who refused to appear at the 
House investigation, ‘pleaded guilty 
to contempt charges several days 
ago, and were given suspended sen- 
tences. Kiefer is suing Townsend 
for libel. 

Blocks Moye Aimed at Bell, 

During yesterdmy’s crose-exami- 
nation of Representative Bell, Jus- 
tice Gordon curtly blocked a de- 
fense attempt to explore Bell's 
political background. 

“We are prepared to show,” said 
Defense Attorney Hanson, “that this 
investigation was undertaken for 
purely political purposes. We pro- 
pose to show that Representative 
Bell comes from Kansas City, Mo., 
where there is a notoriously cor- 
rupt political machine which is op- 
posed to the Townsend plan.” 

Justice Gordon, who was United 
States District Attorney in this 
same court during the contempt 
trials resulting from the Teapot 
Dome investigation, and prosecuted 
Harry Sinclair, Robert W. Stewart 
and W. J. Burns, told Hanson that 
his line of inquiry was improper. 

Soon afterwards, when Hanson 
asked Bell what questions were put 
to Townsend, the Justice intervened 
to say: 

“If you intend to proceed with 
this line of questioning, Tl excuse 
the jury while we have a dress re- 
hearsal. Then I'll make my rulings 
and the jury won't hear anything 
that is improper. You understand 
my earlier ruling, and if you have 
any further questions 
line, come to the bench, so the jury 
won't hear them.” 


Witness for Defense. 

The first defense witness today 
was Representative John H. Tolan 
(Dem.), California, a member of 
the House investigating ‘committee 
and an ardent follower of Dr. Town- 
send. He told the Court he ar- 
ranged for the doctor’s appearance 
before the committee and that 
Townsend was willing to testify. He 
agreed, however, that Townsend was 
subpenaed. 

When Hanson asked Tolan what 
questions were propounded to the 
doctor, the prosecution objected, and 
the Court asked the purpose of the 
question. 

“The fact is,” Hanson declared, 
“that when Townsend took the stand 
before the committee, Chairman 
Bell and James Sullivan,-the com- 
mittee counsel, began to question 
him as if he were a defendant in a 
criminal trial.” 

“T object to that statement as 
highly improper,” District Attorney 
Garnett shouted. “Such a state-| 
ment should not be made in the’ 
presence of the jury.”

ings last spring. 

Townsend Testifies. 


Hanson sought to introduce the 
transcript of questions and an- 
ewers at the hearing, and was over- 
ruled.

He said he testified three days 
before the committee before taking 
his celebrated walk. Asked about 
Kiefer’s testimony, he said he was 
present at the directors’ meeting in 
Baltimore, but denied that he 
agreed to walk out.

The Rev. H. B. Street Wift and 
Four Children to Leave Soon 
for United States.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The 
State Department was advised to- 
day by the United States Minister 
at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, that the 
Rev. Harold B. Street, his wife and 
four children had been evacuatéd 
by plane from a missionary. station 
at Soddu, Western Ethiopia. 

The department was informed the 
missionary and his family arrived 
at Addis Ababa Monday and would 
leave soon for the United States. 
The circumstances of their de- 
parture and other details were not 
given. 

However, recently the department 
wrote the Rev. Mr. Street’s sister, 
Miss Ethel A, Street, 6171 McPher- 
s0n avenue, of St. Louis, that the 
missionary and his family were ill 
and would have started for Addis 
Ababa, 200 miles to the northeast, 
-except for the fact that safe travel 
was impossible because of bandits. 
The letter said the clergyman was 
attempting to arrange for evacua- 
tion by Italian military plane. 

The missionary ‘at one time was 
imprisoned by the Ethiopians and 
his mission building at Shama was 
destroyed by pillaging ‘warriors. 
His former home is at St. Paul, 
Minn. He held a pastorate at Pax- 
ton, Ill, before going to Ethiopia 
four years ago to represent the 
Sudan Interior Mission of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y¥.

Mahan, who announced the 
union’s general executive board had 
yoted 5 to 1 for the strike, reported 
the union had 17,000 members in 
the six Massachusetts and one New 
Hampshire city-in which the strike

In Lynn, Mahan announced, eight 
of the nine manufacturers affiliat- 
ed with the Eastern Shoe Manufac- 
turers’ Association signed an agree- 
ment this morning for an immediate

Chrysler. employs 77,000 persons, 
of. whom 50,000 are hourly produc- 
tion workers, in. its plants in nine 
cities, manufacturing Plymouth, 
Dodge, De Soto and Chrysler auto- 
mobiles. 

Frankensteen announced the 
Dodge division had agreed to pay 
workers time and a half for over- 
time over eight hours’ work a day. 
The division has been paying such 
rates for overtime work above 40 
hours a week. 

Workers Seek to Organize. 

John. Brophy, a director for the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, said today that the John lL,

more appeals than it could handle 
to help workers organize in small 
plants in the automotive and other 
industries, 

Brophy said that the ’ requests 
from other industries had been so 
numerous that the United Automo- 
bile Workers had been asked to 
supply organizers to aid workers’ 
groups in unrelated industries as 
well.

John J. Breslin said was one of at 
least two used in the murder was 
sent to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation in an attempt to raise 
two filed-off digits in the serial 
number. The middle two of the six 
digits were not legible.

and 11.tentatively had been deter- 
mined to be “in good hands.” The 
twelfth, he said, was traced to a 
St. Louis hardware company which 
sold it: in 1931 to a dealer in We- 
woka, Ok. 

Dispatches from Oklahoma quot- 
ed the dealer as saying that he 
could not determine who had 
bought the pistol from him, “be- 
catise I don’t know what became of 
the record.”

JOHN MARSHALL CLUB 
CONDEMNS COURT PLAN 


Roosevelt Program Denounced 
as ‘Manifestation of Ambi- 
tion of Dictator.’ 


President Roosevelt’s proposal for 
reorganization of the Supreme 
Court was condemned last night 
by the John Marshall Republican 
Club, a group of young lawyers 
whose resolution expressed special 
concern in the matter since the or- 
ganization bears the name of the 
great constitutionalist, 

The resolution, presented at a 
meeting at the Forest Park Hotel 
by. a committee headed by George 


L. Stemmler, declared the proposal 
to be a manifestation of “the ambi- 
tion of a dictator” and a “false pre- 
sumption” that it is “‘a mandate 
of the people,’ when, in point of 
truth and fact, its sponsors lacked 
the courage to make it an issue at 
the last presidential election.” 

“We condemn it,” the resolution 
said, “not only as Republicans, but 
as Americans, because it does vio- 
lence to the tenets of another great 
American party. under whose ban- 
ner its sponsors masquerated. We 
have differed with that party in the 
past, but our differences haye been 
honest ones, within, not without, the 
Constitution, and on this great 
question all real Americans, regard- 
less of party, must think alike.” 
The proposal was objected to by 
the members “as lawyers,” for its 
“insult to the bar of America in its 
implication that judges can be 
found whose acceptance of appoint- 
ment will be predicated upon a 
pledge of subservience to the will of 
the appointing power.” 

In the plan was seen the first step 
toward downfall of the Govern- 
ment, making subservient an inde- 
pendent branch of the Government, 
robbing the people of their right to 
change the Constitution by amend- 
recone and establishing dangerous 
precedent. 


It was variously termed a “de- 
ception,” “unjust disparagement” of 
present members of the court, 
“thief of rights and liberties,” and 
“unsound and un-American.” 


Father Lilly, St. Louis U. Law Pro- 
fessor, Attacks Court Pian. 


President Roosevelt’s Supreme 
Court plan means retrogression and 
not progress, the Rev. Linus A. 
Lilly, 8S. J., regent and professor 
of law at St. Louis University Law 
School, said last night in an ad- 
dress before alumni and faculty 
members of the university's School 
of Commierce and Finance at the 
De Soto Hotel.

AT STORMY SESSION 
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‘Subordination of . Judicial 


Would Be Abandonment 
of Popular Government.’ 


In a stormy three-hour session 
last night at Hotel Coronado, the 
St. Louis Lawyers’ Association 
adopted a resolution condemning 
President Roosevelt’s plan to re~ 


proving his other proposals for re- 
organizing the Federal judiciary. 

“Without questioning the Presi- 
dent’s motives,” the resolution said, 
“we express the conviction that the 
legislation he recommends as to the 
Supreme Court would destroy the 
independence of the Court and ren- 
der it subservient to the will of the 
Executive, present and future, and 
would wreck the constitutional bal- 
ance in the co-ordinate branches of 
government, Such subordination of 
judicial to executive power would 
be an abandonment of the basic 
principle of popular government. 

“The present number of Justices 
is adequate for every present re- 
quirement and, in our judgment, a 
greater number of Justices would 
make action of the Court more cum- 
bersome and would impede rather 
than accelerate its judgments. The, 
history of human liberty is the story 
of 3000 years of struggle 
concentration of judicial and legis- 
lative authority in executive hands. 
Lessons of the past admonish us to 
shun any return to political soil in 
which tyrannies flourish and de- 
| Mocracies wither and die.” 


The resolution was tm the form 
of a report drawn by the associa- 
tion’s Committee on Amendment of 
the Law, headed by Gus O. Nations. 

Vote on the resdlution was 76 in 
favor of it, that is, against the 
President’s Supreme Court plan, 
and about 33 opposed to it, that is, 
favoring the entire plan of the 
President. The vote for the resolu- 
tion was recorded but confusion 
arose in tabulating the opposing 
vote and the count of 33 was esti- 
mated. 

Debate centered on the Supreme

I objected that there were a good many 
other hogs in that part of the field and 
it was too far for me or him either to tell 
one from another, “Come on, let’s go,” 
he insisted. We had walked 20 paccs 
when he startled me by emitting a high- 
voiced, eerie call, the like of which I 
have not heard before or since. I can 
only suggest it by letters, “Kah, kah, kah, 
kah.” The pig had heard it before, all 
right. I looked back and 60 rods away 
was a shoat with his nose high in the air, 
running around in circles. Budge didn’t 

turn or stop, but again piped up, “Kah, 
kah, kah, kah.” The shoat dropped his 
nose and started toward us in high. He 
couldn't see us and pursued a zigzag 
course, correcting his bearings by 
Budge’s repeated call. 

Before we made the fence line, we were 
overtaken, and as touching a reunion as 
I have ever witnessed took place in my 
presence. Budge kneeled down and the 
shoat swarmed all over him in the aban- 
donment of his joy. He even included me 
in his embraces, seeming to give me un- 
deserved credit for bringing back his be- 
loved. 

I was profoundly convinced that Budge 
owned this pig, and that the pig owned 
Budge as well, Indeed, the formal ques- 
tion of ownership seemed to me unim- 
portant in view of the deep spiritual qual- 
ity of the relationship that had been re- 
vealed before my eyes.

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TRAGEDY AT A GRADE CROSSING. 

The latest grade-crossing accident in the St. Louis 
area has cost the lives of an entire family—man, wife 
and infant son—killed when their coupe was struck 
by a Frisco train at the unguarded intersection on 
Rock Hill road, Webster Groves. A signboard, most 
inadequate of all safety efforts, is the only warning 
at this crossing. Bad weather or momentary relax- 
ation of caution by the driver makes it useless. 

At the same crossing where the William L. Biseman 
family met death, a Webster Groves man, Phillip C. 
Barker, was killed in 1938. In all, train and auto- 
mobile crashes on the Frisco have taken 11 lives at 
Webster Groves crossings since 1925. The carnage will 
go on so long as the open intersections remain. Even 
signals, gates and watchmen are not absolute protec- 
tion, as has often been tragically shown. 

There has been a shamefu] delay almost every- 
where in removal of these death-traps, which take a 
nation-wide toll of more than 1500 lives annually. 
Particularly in populous centers is crossing removal 
an urgent need. Both public safety and provision of 
employment justify immediate speeding up of the 
laggard program.

ART IS INTERNATIONAL. 

In the annual crop of alien-baiting proposals at 
Washington, the Dickstein bill, to put importation of 
dramatic and musical talent on a quota basis, always 
shows up. It is before the House Committee on Im- 
migration and Naturalization again, and hearings 
have been in progress which show, as usual, that 
American artists are almost solidly opposed to it. 

Mr. Dickstein has the mistaken notion that if for- 
eign actors and musicians are allowed entry only in 
strict proportion to the number*of Americans admit- 
ted abroad, more employment for this country’s tal- 
ent will result. This view neglects the fact that 
there are far more Ameriean stars performing abroad 
than foreigners performing here. (One witness said 
last week that 90 per cent of the actors now appear- 
ing in Canada are Americans.) It overlooks, too, that 
one outstanding foreign actor may keep a play going 
for weeks, and provide employment for dozens of 
Americans in its cast. Also, that a great part of 
Hollywood's production is for the export market, 
which would immediately enact reprisals if the Dick- 
stein measure passed. 

‘The fallacy of such reasoning as lies behind this 
proposal is immediately apparent when its effects 
are made clear.Toscanini, for instance, would be con- 
sidered a liability to the United States unless some 
American conductor were employed by an Italian or- 
chestra and paid a similar amount of money. Kirsten 
Flagstad, who has been the star attraction at the 
Metropolitan for the last three years, would be per- 
manently disbarred because little Norway, a country 
of 3,000,000 people, could not afford to employ a 
singer of similar eminence. , 

Aside from the economic view is the fact that true 
art is international; that the stage and concert hall 
gain variety and stimulus from foreign guests, both 
in this country and abroad. To put up the bars, even 
on a reciprocal basis (which would give immigration 
authorities an impossible task of critical appraisal), 
would work a harsh injustice on cultural enterprise.

OTH in democracies and dictatorships, 

underneath the war-mongering of the 

present time, a social] transformation is 
taking place which in itself is one cause of 
international] tension. 

To obtain freedom to carry on internal 
social experiments as well as protect vested 
interests, Many great countries have at- 
tempted to insulate themselves from the 
world economy through currency deyalua- 
tion and the imposition of trade barriers. 
The result has obviously injured interna- 
tional relations. When social needs cannot 
be satisfied by internal reorganization or the 
customary processes of international ex- 
change, territorial expansion appears as an 
attractive solution. 

In the three Scandinavian countries, the 
process of social change has been longest 
at work.

It is, indeed, a quaint notion of 
government that puplic men may do 
anything that the letter of the law 
permits. Thus the President, being 
charged with the conduct of foreign 
relations, has under the letter of the 
law a perfect right to pick a quarrel 
with any other nation and present 
Congress, with a situation where it 
must declare war. He can order the 
fleet to bombard a city; he can or- 
der the army to invade another na- 
tion’s territory, and he is within the 
letter of the law. 

But a President who used these 
legal powers to embroil the country 
in a war which affected its destiny 
would be regarded as a lawless 
man. The people would cry out 
that, whatever the letter of the law, 
the spirit of the law requires that 
he should consult them first.

Between March 8 and 12, the 
President hopes to get away to 
Warm Springs, Ga., for a brief holi- 
day. The arrangements, he ex- 
plained, are now held up until he 
can get a preliminary report from 
Acting Budget Director Bell and 
Work Relief Administrator Hop- 
kins on the funds needed and avail- 
able for emergency relief during 
the next fiscal year. The President 
said that he wanted a preliminary 
report before he left for the South 
so he could. send his final recom- 
mendations to Congress on his re- 
turn. He declined to estimate how 
much would be asked for. 

Another subject that will engage 
the President’s attention during the 
next several months is the policy 
he will pursue as to the reappoint- 
ment of district attorneys and col- 
lectors of internal revenue whose 
terms will expire shortly. These 
officials were appointed for four- 
year terms in 1933. 

The President said that as yet 
he had not given this question any 
thought but added that he realized 
that he would have to take it up 
within the immediate future. 

As at previous press conferences, 
he said that he had heard of no 
new developments on the Walsh- 
Healey law, which requires in gen- 
eral NRA labor conditions on Gov- 
ernment contracts, adding that he 
expected to confer in the near 
future with officials about the steel 
operators’ refusal] to bid on navy 
contracts because of these labor 
provisions. 


Caustic Comnient on Drug Bill 


The President commented caus- 
tically on the Copeland pure food 
and drug bill now pending in the 
Senate. He said that in reading 
the bill he got the impression that 
it weakened, instead of strength- 
ened, the old law which was en- 
acted 32 years ago. Asked what he 
intended to do about it, he replied 
cryptically that he might follow the 
pernicious habit, unusual for him, 
of tearing down rather than of 
building wp. 

At the start of the conference the 
President showed to the reporters 
in the front row a bill for $130 he 
had received for 26,000 trees, spruce 
and firs, which he had ordered for 
his mother’s Hyde Park estate. He 
said these trees would be used to 
stop land waste, and that their 
planting demonstrated that he prac- 
ticed what he preached. 

The President devoted a large 
part of the conference time to an 
exposition of the work of the Cen- 
tral Statistical Board, whose 1937 
appropriation was recently cut out 
of an appropriation bill. He said 
that he did not know what had 
caused the cut and was now work- 
ing to get the appropriation back 
into the bill. 


Questions About Ambassadors. 


The conference ended in uproar- 
ious laughter when reporters 
quizzed the President about Am- 
bassador Bullitt’s recent Speech in 
Paris and the cause for his return 
to the United States. He denied a 
European report that he had passed 
on the text of the speech before its 
delivery, and intimated that he had 
not heard what it was about. He 
said that Bullitt’s return to the 
Unitéd States had no significance.

PROF, BAXTER OF HARVARD —

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Webster Groves Mayor to Ask 
Council te Provide 
Better Protection. 


Mayor John B, Chipman of Web- 
ster. Groves said today he would 
take up at the next meeting of the 

ty Council the matter of obtain- 
ing better protection at Frisco 
grade crossings, following the death 
of William L. Hiseman, his wife, 
Margaret, and their infant son, Don- 
ald, when their automobile was 
struck by a train at Rock Hill road 
yesterday. 

“Of course, I don’t know what ac- 
tion the council will take, but I do 


know we have always had excellent 


co-operation from -the railroads on 
these matters in the past,” said 
Mayor Chipman. He cited the in- 
stallation of gates at Rock Hill road 
and the Missouri Pacific tracks, fol- 
lowing a series of accidents. 

Although most of the Frisco grade 
crossings in Webster Groves are 
equipped with bells, flashing light 
signals, or both, the Rock Hill road 
intersection has nothing but a sta- 
tionary cross-arm signal. Frisco offi- 
cials said they had not considered 
it necessary in the past to install 
better protection at this street be- 
cause of its light traffic. Rock Hill 
road at this point is the principal 
connection between the Sherwood 
Forest section of Webster Groves 
and Big Bend road. 

Cc. ©. Kratky, assistant to the 
chief operating officer of the Frisco, 
said the flashing light and bell sig- 
nals, of the type in use at Elm, 
Gore and Gray avenues, several 
blocks east of Rock Hill, were con- 
sidered almost as efficient as gates 
and watchmen. 

“As a ter of fact, even gates 
and en don’t prevent acci- 
dents,” Kratky added. “We've had 
our gates broken and watchmen run 
down by motorists.” 

The light-and-bell signals were in- 
stalled at Elm, Gore and Gray ave- 
nues after serious accidents several 
years ago. A total of 11 persons 
have been kiled and others injured 
in collisions of trains and automo- 
biles along the Frisco line in Web- 
ster Groves since 1925. Of these,

Reduces Figures on Pensions. 

Coinciding with the commission 
on estimated receipts, the amount 
to be transferred to the public 
schools and the $17,500,000 for gen- 
eral operating expenses, the insti- 
tute cut far below on its estimates 
of the amounts required for other 
purposes. Instead of $19,000,000 for 
75,000 old age pensioners, it figured 
$14,400,000 for 60,000 pensioners. In- 
stead of $10,000,000 for unemploy- 
ment relief, it figured $6,100,000, 
which was: the Governor’s original 
estimate. Instead of $4,000,000 for 
support of insane patients, it fig- 
ured $3,100,000. Instead of $1,200,- 
000 for administration of the sales 
tax and liquor control, it figured 
$1,060,000. The institute’s survey 
made no provision for the $3,822,000 
which the commission set up to 
pay accrued old age pensions. 

The conclusion of the institute 
was that the State could meet the 
needs, as it deemed them, and have 
a balance of $2,079,000 for addition- 
al unemployment relief without in- 
crease of the present taxes. 

The commission’s set-up under a 
2 per cent sales tax showed total 
estimated saleg tax revenues of 
$44,000,000 and all other revenues 
the same ag under the 1 per cent 
set-up, making total revenue re- 
ceipts of $82,819,156.14. Because of 
the higher revenues, the allotment 
to the public schools under the one- 
third law increased to $26,666,666.66, 
but all other‘ expenditures were 
placed at the same figures as in 
the 1 per cent set-up. 

Under this the commission fig- 
ured a surplus of $630,489 at the 
end of the hiennium. 

Back Pensions Not Considered. 

' No consideration was given by 
the commission to a moral obli- 
gation which might exist on the 
State to pay accrued old age pen- 
sions to 25,000 applicants whose ap- 
plications have been approved by 
local county boards, but which have 
daliberately been withheld from 
approval by the State board in the 
expectation that the Legislature 
would repeal the law requiring pay- 
ment of pensions from the date of 
application. It ig estimated that 
another $4,000,000 would be required 
to meet these accrued pensions, 
which, if allowed, would cut the 
commission’s surplus to a deficit 
of approximately $3,500,000, 

The commission’s report and the 
institute’s survey will go to the 
Ways and Means and Appropria- 
tions Committees of the Senate and 
House for their consideration in 
connection with sales tax legisla- 
tion and appropriations. |

“Don’t be carried away by loyalty 
to a political leader,” he admon- 
ished. “That’s damn nonsense. De- 
cide the question on its merits.” 

rudge Arnold declared that never 
before had legislation of the type 
recently held unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court been presented 
to Congress and the Court and ex- 
pressed the opinion that not one 
member of five in Congress who 
voted for such measures really be- 
lieved them constitutional. He re- 
ferred particularly to NRA and 
AAA. 

Characterizing the Constitution 
as the bulwark of American lib- 
erty, he said that to surrender to 
Congress unlimited powers of leg- 
islation would be to surrender the 
liberties of the people. 

Priest charged that the President 
was seeking to accomplish by in- 
direction what he could not do 
directly.

but approving three other. propo- 
sals in his program for reorgani- 
zation of the Federal judiciary: 

Your Committee on Amendment 
of the Law, having considered the 
recommendations of the President 
that legislation be enacted affecting 
the present make-up of the Federal 
Courts, makes the following report: 

1. We approve the recommenda- 
tion that in any cause pending in 
the United States District Court or 
in a United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, when the question of the 
constitutionality of any act of Con- 
gress is drawn in question, due no- 
tice be given to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, who shall 
thereupon be entitled within a time 
limited by the court in which such 
cause is pending, to appear in any 
such cause and defend the consti- 
tutionality of the statute under ex- 
amination. | 

2. We approve the recommenda- 
tion that any cause pending in any 
United States District Court of 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, in which an Act of Congress 
is held to be invalid because lack- 
ing in constitutional sanction, be 
appealed as a matter of right, on 
the motion either of a party there- 
to or of the Attorney-General of 
the United States direct tothe Su- 
preme Court, and that the hearing 
of such cause in the Supreme Court 
be given priority over other pend- 
ing controversies. 

3. We approve the recommenda- 
tion that the Supreme Court of the 
United States be authorized, in its 
discretion to appoint a proctor, or 
other similar official, whose busi- 
ness it shall be to advise the Chief 
Justice of the condition of dockets 
of inferior courts, and that the 
Chief Justice be empowered to 
make assignments of Federal 
Judges to courts other than those 
of which they are members for the 
purpose of relieving congestion in 
the business of the courts to which 
they are thus assigned. 

4. We disapprove the President's 
recommendatiqgn that the number 
of Judges of the Supreme Court be 
increased to 15 for the avowed pur- 
pose of accelerating its work and 
modifying its attitude toward the 
Constitution and current legisila- 
tion. We regard such increase as 
unnecessary and unwise for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

a. The fact that for a number 
of years the court has kept con- 
stantly abreast of its docket and 
thus set an example in diligence 
and punctuality for all inferior 
courts is sufficient evidence .that 
the present number of Justices is 
adequate for every present require- 
ment . 

b. Human experience teaches 
that “great bodies move slowly,” 
and, in -our judgment. a greater 
number of Justices would make the 


action of the court more cumber-: 


some and would impede rather than 
accelerate its judgments. 

4. Without questioning the Presi- 
dent’s motives, we express the con- 
viction that the legislation he 
recommends would destroy the in- 
dependence of the court and render 
it subservient to the will of the 
executive, present and future, and 
would wreck the constitutional bal- 


of government. 

d. Such subordination of judicial 
to executive power would be an 
abandonment of the basic principle 
of popular government. The his- 
tory of human liberty is the story 
of three thousand years of struggle 
against the concentration of 
judicial and legislative power in 
executive hands. Executive co- 
ercion of judicial authority in the 
past decade has transformed liberal 
European governments into dic- 
tatorships. In our own history it 
caused the War for Independence. 
The lessons of the past admonish 
us to shun any return to political 
soil in which tyrannies flourish and 
democracies wither and die,

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—-If democracy 
is to be served and saved, Govern- 
ment services must be administered

“I don’t care so much for an an- 
alysis of the Bast-West bidding, but 
I would like an explanation of how 
North-South should bid the hand. 

“First of all, I must admit that I 
had a rather weak double over a 
one club opening bid. However, I 
held a freakish hand and always 
could run to hearts. Over West's 
one spade my partner now bid two 
hearts, thus becoming a free bid- 
der, a fact Which I believe she later 
forgot, but which was most impor- 
tant to me in subsequent events. 
When Hast bid three spades I 
sensed she was trying to shut me 
out. If my partner’s two heart bid 
were honest, I was convinced that 
there was a small siam in the 
hand. I could bid five hearts, but 
I was afraid my partner would pass, 
and I also was afraid to jump di- 
rectly to six hearts, which I wished 
later I had done. I chose to bid 
four clubs, believing that would 
force my partner to bid again. 
However, she afterward explained 
that opponents were using the arti- 
ficial one elub bid, which was her 
reason for passing my four club 


bid. 
“H 
believe I would have passed 
West's one spade bid to see 
what would happen, sensing that we 
must be getting the opponents into a 
ticklish situation. However, that 
would have left South strictly up 
against it if Hast bid three or four 
spades. Of course, I made four 
clubs, but the small slam in hearts 
is a spread, and unless Hast opens 
the ace of spades it beeomes a 
grand slam. ours very truly, 
“a. 6: &.” 
It seems to me that South at- 
tempted complicated investigation 
into a crystal clear situation. When 
North put in a free two heart bid 
over West’s one spade, the odds in 
favor of a small slam became enor- 
mous. It is true that North could 
have had a long heart suit headed 
by the queen and high card value 
in diamonds, which would be worth- 
less in a heart slam. But since, ac- 
cording to South’s own - estimate, 
North was an inexperienced player, 
it would have been far better to 
have taken this gamble rather than 
muddle around with a bid that 
could possibly be misinterpreted. 
If South wanted to be ultracon- 
servative; he could bid merely five 
hearts over three spades, and North, 
with the hand actually held, should 
go to six. But tile best of ail bids 
under thé circumstances was a di- 
rect slam cal] of six hearts. Since 
South held a seven-card club suit, 
whether North held one, two or 
three clubs, there should be no los- 
ers in the suit.

chalance with a cheap imitation 
and never succeeded, Favvy did 
everything with a careless savoir 
vivre which no one could imitate. 
The intimation which we sent 
back to our readers that Fa 
was “coming back” in the movies 
never worked out that way. He 
got. we believe, just one part, 
a shadowy bit in “Becky Sharpe” 
and then faded out of the picture, 
and pictures, Still tall and slender 
and, as we have already said, good- 
looking, he might still have been 
cast as a romantic juvenile. And 
would have played such role with 
distinction and understanding and 
grace, But Hollywood's cinema ex- 
ecutives and casting directors knew 
nothing of William Faversham or 
the glories of the Empire Theater 
Stock Company. True, his age, if 
not his figure, was against him. 
Favvy was, let’s see, 68 when he 
came here—he was 69, almost to 
the day, when he was admitted to 
the Actors’ Home—but looked so 
carefree and almost boyish that no 
casting director, had he wanted to, 
would have thought of him for a 
“character” part. Wasn't there a 
son, William Faversham Jr., striv- 
ing for a foothold in the films? 
Hollywood couldn't be annoyed by 
finding jobs for fathers, too. To be 
sure, May Robson, four or five 
years older than Favvy, and Ferdi- 
nand Gottschalk, just a year young- 
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er, are in the films, and both had 
been members of that same Froh- 
man company in Faversham’s day. 
But they happen to look their ages 
and fit into a special niche in the 
Hollywood echeme of things. 

Maybe William Faversham 
wouldn't have played a line of char- 
acter business had it been offered 
him. He was Faversham the star. 
Let his son fight his way up to 
recognition as he had done. As for 
himegelf, well, if they did not want 
him in the parts which he looked 
and could play there was always 
the Actors’ Home to which he had, 
in the past, contributed liberally in 
time and money so that other old 
actors might have a place of re- 
tirement. 


UR first intimate, if you. can 

call it. that, recollection of Wil- 

liam Faversham was longer ago 
than we care to bring up now. Or, 
why not? It was in ‘95, or there- 
abouts, and Frohman had sent his 
Empire organization to St. Louis 
and the Olympic Theater. It was 
quite a thing then for the younger 
generation who happened to be 
more or less theatrically inclined 
to get jobs as “supers”’—extras, 
they call ‘em now—and we “joined” 
the Frohman company for a week, 
The pay, we recall, was a dollar a 
performance, but the supers never 
got. it. Instead they turned it over 
to some assistant stage director or 
super’s manager or someone who 
had an eye to the main chance, 
for the privilege of “acting” with 


the Frohman company. Turned it 


over willingly, too. 

Faversham was the leading man 
then, as he was for many years. 
Perhaps Henry Miller . outranked 
rim in the matter of salary and 
was really the lead, but Favvy was 
the idol of the audiences—and of 
the supers. And he must have been 
goo to have held the place he did 
in the hearts of those theatergoers 
in such a company. In addition to 
Miller and Faversham there was 
Ferdie Gottschalk and Fritz Wil- 
liams, the lovely Viola Allen, who 
married a millionaire race horse 
man and left the stage after a pe- 
riod of stardom, the statuesque, and 
also beautiful, Ida Conquest, who 
also married well and retired, May 
Robson and a dozen others whose 
names meant a lot to the drama 
back in ‘S65. 

All of those great people became 
stars at the head of their own com- 
panies later. Henry Miller became

a producer who rivaled even Charlies 
Frohman, and now his son, Gilbert 
Miller, is carrying on in London 
and New York. 

The play which we remember best 
—the Empire company always did 
two or three dramas during its 
week’s stay at the Olympic—was 
Sydney Grundy’s famous society 
melier, “Sowing the Wind.” Or was 
it by Pinero or Henry Arthur 
Jones? 1895 was a long time ago. 
Anyway, Faversham played the 
dashing Ned Annesley who was in 
love with Dulcie Laronde, played 
by Miss Allen. The romance was 
almost broken up when Henry Mil- 
ler, as Ned’s father, discovered that 
Dulcie was the daughter of the 
dead but former notorious woman 
who had, in his younger days when 
he was sowing the wind and reap- 
ing the whirlwind, been his love. It 
took another act to straighten out 
that little difficulty and establish 
the fact that Dulcie Laronde was 
a strictly good woman. We supers 
knew the latter before we ever saw 
the play for Miss Allen had never 
—and she never did in her long ca- 
reer in the theater—played any- 
thing but good women. She just 
wouldn’t accept any other sort of 
a role. Maybe you—not you movie 
fans but you theatergoers of yes- 
terday—remember her Gloria Quayle 
in “The Christian,” or her Sister 
Giovanni in “The White Sister.” 
The closest she ever came to slip- 
ping from her traditions was when 
she was Lady Macbeth to James 
K. Hackett’s Macbeth but, then, 
that was Shakespeare, which ex- 
cused most anything.

IOLA ALLEN was most 
gracious to the lowly supers 
that week at the Olympic. We 
have her autograph yet. And Ida 
Conquest’s, although she was cold- 
er and more distant in bestowing 
it. We got the autographs of the 
women because they were women, 
mainly, and slips of paper, signed 
by notable leading ladies were in 
considerable demand. We believe 
the movie stars of today are fol- 
lowed around for much the same 
purpose.

“I hope so,” we 
answered—we never did, as it 
turned out which may have been 
one of the things which brought 
about the decline of the stage. That 
and the movies. “Its a great busi- 
ness,” we went on. 

“You bet it is,” he said. “It’s the 
only business in the world.” 

And then he got his cue and went 
out before the footlights. 

It’s a great business but it has 
left William Faversham behind, 
landed him in an actors’ home— 
and “destitute.” 

Again we ask, destitute of what? 

Not of the love and the admira- 
tion in the hearts of the great army 
of people who remember him from 
the days when he made his first 
appearance in this country—he was 
born in England—in 1887 in “Pen 
and Ink” at the old Union Square 
Theater in New York, until a year 
or so ago when he wound up his 
stage career with the Chicago Civic 
Shakespeare Society. 

It was a long and honorable ca- 
reer. Half a century of it. Per- 
haps one should not say that Holly- 
wood has forgotten. Hollywood 
makes a practice of forgetting but, 
in the case of William Faversham 
Hollywood just didn’t know. 


ISuraical Shock 


Still Problem 
For Physicians 


Research Work Has. Failed 
to Reveal Any Specific 
Cause. 


By Dr. M. G. Seelig 


OBABLY most people have 
heard at one time or another, 
of some one dying of shock. 

The probability is equally strong 
that the phrase “dying of shock” 
does not connote anything partic 
ularly definite to those who hear 
it. As a matter vf fact no word 
in the medical dictionary is more 
vague than is the word “shock.” 
Originally it meant a blow of some 
sort, but it has taken on the added 
significance of the effects result- 
ing from the blow. Sometimes the 
shock is purely emotiona] in na- 
ture, but usually it is physical or 
true surgical shock. The impor- 
tant consideration is that the 
shocked patient frequently dies or 
is so seriously compromised 
death threatens him. 


What interests surgeons particu- 
larly in this subject is that it com 
stitutes for them an ever present 
hazard and dread. i surgeon com- 
pletes a major operation, seeming- 
ly with success; within a few min- 
utes or a few hours, however, the 
patient suffers an alarming fall 
in blood pressure and becomes rest- 
less and agitated; his skin be- 
comes cold and clammy, his face 
assumes an anxious appearance, 
with pinched nose, drooping lids 
and lustreless, vacuous eyes; his 
breathing is fast and shallow and 
his pulse rapid and feeble. Final- 
ly a muttering delirium. sets in and 
is followed by unconsciousness 
from which the patient slips into 
death, 


To add tragedy to the picture is 
the fact that never, not even after 
death, has the most carefully con- 
ducted examination revealed any 
particular condition that could be 
made responsible for the death. The 
old Roman physicians, 2000 years 
ago, also sat in their Gardens of 
Gethsemane, so thoroughly 
harassed and perplexed by 
the complete absence of a defi- 
nite cause of death following 


conclude that these patients died 
at the hand of some unknown god 
(Deus ignotus). About 50 years 
ago a celebrated American surgeon, 
Dr. Samuel Gross of Philadelphia, 
coined a clever definition of surgi. 
cal shock when he said it was “a 
rude unhinging of the machinery 
of life.” 


An almost incredible amount of 
research work has been done in the 
attempt to discover the _ specific 
cause of shock. The various organs 
of the body have been studied, one 
after another, in the hope of demon- 
stratiuw that responsibility coud be 
placed at the door of one of a group 
of them. The blood, the lymph, 
the brain, the heart, the blood ves- 
sels, the nervous system, the various 
giands of internal secretion have 
been submitted to the most pains- 
staking and minute examination 
and subjected to the most varied 
sorts of tests and experiments; but 
on the whole, all this work has fur- 
nished no conclusive evidence as to 
the primary cause of shock. We 
know that by keeping our patients 
warm during and after operation, 
by providing them with morphine 
generously during the period of 
critical symptoms, by maintaining 
perfect quiet and by transfusing 
them with blood, we are doing all 
in our power to combat the life 
threatening symptoms that we call 


surgical shock.

Activity is our ideal; echoes fill 
the air, while men run to and fro 
trying to make their voices heard 
above the clamor. Even to talk of 
quietness. seems almost an affecta- 
tion if not a pose. 

Yet how much we need to know 
the art of being still, learning those 
truths for which words were never 
made; those white truths which hu- 
man words discolor—without which 
life is empty.
